ducing the transfer unit of certifi- 
cated cotton between markets for de- 
livery on future contracts from ] 
bales to 25 bales, effective June 1b, 
were announced today by Acting Sec- 
retary of Agriculture R. W. Dunlap. 

Other changes in the regulations 
provide for the establishment of a 
hoard of cotton examiners at Hous- 
ton, Texas, an exchange inspection 
hureau by the Chicago Board _ of 
Trade and for the sale of practical 
forms of the universal cotton stand- 


ards. E 
Reduce Transfer Unit. 

The substance of the amendments 
unnounced by the department 1s 4s 
follows : : : 

The last sentence of Section 2 of 
Pees Puan J1 has been amended to 
read: eP 
‘ “No single request for supervision 
of transfer shall cover both cotton 
of which the classification has been 
reviewed and that of which the  lass- 
ifieation has not been reviewed’ nop 
shall the same request cover both 
tenderable and untenderable cotton, 
and no single mark shall include 
more than 25 bales.”

The coins were beautifully mounted 
in a special folder inscribed on the 
front with the words, “Memorial to.

“This Confederate Memorial half 
dollar is the most distinctive coin ever 
minted by the United States govern- 
ment. The figures on its face of 
General Robert FE.

“The inscription on the reverse—

NATURE OF BRITISH PACT 


London, June 9.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Official papers explain- 
ing the Anglo-French accord in reply- 
ing to Germany's overtures for a pact 
guaranteeing Germany’s western fron- 
tiers will not be presented to par- 
liament, Mr. Baldwin, the prime min- 
ister, explained in the house of com- 
mons today, until the British foreign 
secretary, Austen Chamberlain returns 
to London about the end of next week. 
An authoritative statement given out 
tonight, however, indicates fully the 
nature of the proposed pact, which, 
should Germany accept—as deemed 
likely by the British government— 
will institute an entirely new factor 
in European relationships. 

First; Great Britain will abandon 
her policy of isolation and become 
virtually a member of a four power 
alliance—for it is assumed that Italy 
will. join—to preserve the peace of 
Europe and guarantee the frontiers 
of France, Belgium, and Germany as 
established under the Versailles treaty 
against violation from any side, and 
will employ the whole of her defensive 
forces for this purpose. 

Pact Is Bi-lateral. 

The pact will be bi-lateral, Great 
Britain undertaking to guarantee the 
frontiers against unprovoked attack 
by either France or Germany. But 
the whole pact will be under the aegis 
of the league of nations, which Ger- 
many must join, and any action taken 
will be under the league covenant. 

Apparently both Great Britain and 
France had to make concessions. 
France wanted the right to send 
troops across the Rhineland to help 
Poland in the event of war. Great 
Britain objected to this, and seeming- 
y a compromise has been found, un- 
der which the pact guarantees Ger- 
many equally with France, and no 
action can be taken in the event of 
hostilities in either western or east- 
ern Europe except under the cov- 
enant of the league.

eannot ‘see that our entry would be 
on a basis of equality.

Blocks Bout 


As Mickey Walker Stalls

New York, June 9.—Dog trouble, 
ithe dread plague of the prizefight pro- 


» ) fession, has been discovered in Mickey 


Walker’s training camp. Consequent- 
ly, his fight with Harry Greb for 
Greb’s title of middleweight cham- 
pion has been postponed, if not 
averted. 


Dog trouble is a mysterious dis- 
temper, as strange and obscure as the 
deadly knuckle weakness which has 
been known to attack many champion 
fighters on the eve of battle and pre- 
vent them from keeping their dates. 
They are allied infirmities. Some- 
times dog trouble or knuckle weakness 
will persist for weeks, abating only 
'when public interest in the match dies 
out. hey both resemble that other 
iafirmity of the prizefight profession 
known as_ boxoffice sickness and 
there have been several famous cases 
in which the specialists said: ‘The 
kid is suffering from dog trouble” or 
“the kid is suffering from knuckle 
weakness” when the real diagnosis 
should have been boxoffice sickness. 


To the mind of the layman, or sap, 
as he is technically known to the 
profession, it would seem obvious that 
a veterinary should be called in a 
case of dog trouble. But that is just 
what you might expect from a layman, 
or, to use the technical term, a sap. 


Off Ten Days. 


The first one to be called is a good 
business manager. Then, if you want 
to go to elaborate extremes, you 
might call a chiropodist, too, as Mick- 
ey Walker did, when he got do 
trouble Tuesday. The manager, Jac 
Kearns, took remedial measures at 
once, notifying the boxing commission 
that Walker would have to postpone 


the fight “for at least ten days.” The 


{chiropodist did something to Walker’s 


dogs, as an added precaution. 

Mr. Kearns is quite familiar with 
the baffling maladies, in all their per- 
plexing phases. He is a specialist on 
boxoffiee sickness, and this fact 
‘leads to the belief that Mickey Walk- 
er’s trouble may eventually be so diag- 
nosed. 

The symptoms of boxoffice sickness 
are most acute in the region of the 
cash register.

There have been many other inter- 
esting cases, too intricate for the lay, 
or sap, mind. :

CHANCELLOR BARROW 


Athens, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
A glowing tribute is pa.:d Chancellor 
David C. Barrow by Dr. Andrew M. 
Soule in his annual report to the 


Deep 
appreciation for :he-counsel, and sym- 
pathy and understanding during the 18 
years which they have worked togeth- 
er and kee. tegret that the present 
year marks his retirement as active 
head of the university are expressed 
by the head of the ; ‘ate college. 
The statement, in part, follows: 


“Now we come to the parting of the 
ways. For 18 years I have been 
permitted to keep step with Chancel- 
lor Barrow; to counsel with him as 
occasion required; to share his. bur- 
dens and participate in nis rejoicings; 
to visualize self-abnegations personi- 
fied; to gather wisdom from his 
maturity; to learn the importance of 
self-control and the necessity of ex- 
ercising consideration towards those 
who are unfair: and to drink withal 
deeply at the privileged well of sympa- 
thy and understanding. They have 
been 18 beneficent years. I view 
their swift passage with great satis- 
faction as well as keen regret. They 
mean more to me than words can 
ever portray. 

“Georgia and Georgians have been 
blessed by the presence of a great 
and honorable man in their midst; a 
scholar, philosopher and friend in the 
finest accepted terms of that vord. 
No nobler trinity of qualities ever 
adorned the life of any man. It 
is with extreme sadness and some- 
thing of despair thatsld think -about 
facing the tomorrows That are yet to 
come. I-ecan say of a truth of my 
beloved and distinguished friend and 
counsellor that he ‘touched nothing 
that he did not adorn.’ My associa- 
tion with him will always constitute 
a blessed and enduring memory on that 
account. 

“IT am sorry that a destiny be- 
yond the understanding or interpre- 
tation of the human mind seems to 
have necessitated his laying aside the 
burden of duty and responsibility 
which he has so effectively and be- 
nignantly borne through a half cen- 
tury of continuous service. But if it 
had to be, I know of no more appro- 
priate or beautiful sentiment with 
which to conclude that part of my re- 
port that refers to him than to say 
in the words of the Apostle Paul: 
‘Well done, thou good and faithful 
servant: thou has been faithful over 
a few things, I will make thee ruler 
over many things: enter thou into the 


joy of thy Lord.’ ”

Like all poets and writers I, too, 
love to let my peh run loose when on 
the subject of beauty. When I begin 
a story 1 can make my heroine as 
beautiful as it pleases me, and have 
at that moment a feeling of creation, 
a feeling of power—and I wield it 
with indescribable joy.

Types Always Changing.

Yet it 
was not beauty, it was charm .. . it 
was almost stronger than. beauty, 
subtler, more illusive but just as pow- 
erful. More so perhaps. 


And here comes in that curious 
but indescribable fact, that at times 
an ugly face can be more fascinat- 
ing than a beautiful one. I prefer, 
a thousand times, an ugly girl with a 
bright. happy, keen, amusing, or even 
kindly expression to the glorious beau- 
ty who comes in all imbued with her 
own irresistible right to rule over 
every heart in the room. 

Pose Fatal to Charm. 

I hate pose. Beauty is such a glo- 
rious gift that it ought to be taken 
gratefully, almost humbly. Besides, 
it loses its power when it is self-con- 
scious. when you feel that its pos- 
sessor is, so to say, rubbing it un- 
der our noses all. the time. 

I have seen beauties who filled me 
with unholy exasperation. Now this 
was not jealousy, because my face 
has been admired in its time suffi- 
ciently to exclude any feeling of 
jealousy or competition. But these 
veauties I am speaking of could nev- 
er forget that they were beautiful, 
neither were we to forget it. 

They sat in certain attitudes, show- 
ed themselves in profile or full face, 
according to which they . considered 
most becoming.

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Lead holds the distinction of being 
the only non-ferrous “metal which at 
current prices is further ahove pre- 
war levels than general commodity 
prices. It is also at higher relative 
levels than either iton or steel. While 
tin, is about 19 per cent higher in 
price than in 1913, zine as about 235 
per cent higher and copper more than! 
10 per cent lower, lead is now selling 
at a price fully 80 per cent above that 
yrevalent in the last pre-war year. 
The present year saw a drop of 3 1-2 
cents a pound in lead_ prices until 
April 23, subsequent to whieh date 
a moderate recovery has occurred. 

Behind the relatively high value cf 
lead as compared with other metals 
lies a foundamental law of economics 
as cause. Recent years have seen 
world consumption of lead increase 
much more rapidly than world produc- 
tion. While new uses for this metal 
are constantly being discovered, no 
new lead deposits.of any size have 
been located druing the last ten years. 
Thus, unless important new sources 
of supply are discovered, it is not at 


all improbable that an acute shortag 
of lead will occur in perhaps not very 
far distant years. Just as excessive 
supplies of copper have been respon- 
sible ftr declining copper prices of 
recent years, so have inadequate sup- 
plies of lead caused a price trend of 
opposite direction. To illustrate the 
inadequacy of supplies, it 1s only nec- 
essary to mention that in four of the 
past six years, world lead consump- 
tion has heen greater than production. 

This ill-balanced relationship  be- 
tween supply and consuming demands 
particularly affects the United States, 
since our country is the largest pro- 
ducer and at the same time the heav- 
iest user of lead. Our lead require- 
ments have placed us in a_ position 
where we use nearly half of all the 
lead comsumed the world over. It is 
fortunate. that we have been able to 
increase our produc.ion while some 
other nations have been unable so to 
do. Kiven so, however, United States 
lead outputshas not equalled or ex- 
ceeded United States consumption in 
any year since 1917.
